Pavilion 
and  other  points  on  the  street  railway 
line,  pra.ting  about  the  desecration  of 
the  Sabbath  and  ail  becaus;-  Congress- 
man Towne  dropped  into  a  meeting  of 
GeWnans  and,  being  importuned  to  make 
a  speech,  complied.  Did  that  paper  hold 
up  its  hands  in  holy  horror  when  Dr. 
Parkhurst  held  a  political  maeLing  in 
his  churcTi  in  New  York  city;  or  when 
BI'.=-hop  Newman  talked  politics  in  hi.s 
pulpit,  and  as  far  as  that  goes  som^ 
Duluth  ministers  have  come  pretty  clo5.^ 
to  doing  the  same  thing,  i  majy  hav ' 
some  peculiar  ideas,  but  1  don't  se? 
wherein  it  was  any  worse  for  Congttecv  - 
man  Towne  to  t'ell  a  company  cf  citi- 
zens on  Sunday  what  he  b'^lieves  to  b?

THE  UNITY  CLUB. 


The  Annual  Meeting  Was  Held 
Last  Evening. 

TIhe  regular  annual  meeting  of  tli;" 
Unity  club  was  held  last  evening  at  th? 
Unitarian  church  for  the  election  of  ofR- 
cei-s.  C.  L.  Lewis  was  elected  president, 
on  resignation  of  L.  J.  Hopkins,  who 
has  filled  that  position  for  a  number  of 
years.  A.  H.  Ciasweller  was  re-elected 
vice  president,  and  Mrs.  A.  T.  Hepworth 
secretairy  and  treasurer. 

The  club  was  fortunate  in  having  witli 
fhem  at  their  meeting,  Rev.  W.  G.  Eliut, 
of  San  Francisco,  who  read  a  very  inter- 
esting paper  on  "Revolution  or  Evolu- 
tion." Mr.  Eliot  spoke  in  part  as  fol- 
lows: 

"In  general  there  are  two  tendencies 
of  social  doctrine;  revolutionary  and 
evolutionary.  By  revolutionary  doc- 
trine is  mefeint  the  teaching  that  "tie 
prtefieni  order  of  human  relationship  in 
soci<»ty  is  doomed:  that  it  is  fundamen- 
tally iniquitous;  that  the  change  i  = 
about  to  take  place;  that  it  cannot  In 
the  nature  of  the  case  take  place  grad- 
ually; that  it  will  certainly  occur,  and 
possibly  with  force  and  war.  and  if 
need  be  with  gigantic  and  worldwid 
cataclysm.  By  evolutionary  doctrine, 
if  it  may  be  so  distinguished. is  meant  the 
teaching  that  the  present  system  has 
had  its  development  in  ordinary  human 
nature;  that  with  all  Its  limitations  and 
evils  it  nevertheless  ha-s  some  advan- 
tages for  ordinaty  human  nature;  that 
it  is  not  doomed  to  immediate  destruc- 
tion, but  is  likely  to  last  for  a  good  while 
yet;  that  in  thei  nature  of  the  caee  thc- 
change  to  better  things  and  to  Clio  id6«l 
condition  must  be  gradual,  and  that 
while  there  will  doubtless  be  many  con- 
Hicts  of  men  and  forces  there  will  never 
be  a  wct^d-wids  social   catarrlysm." 

The  speaker  maintlained  that  thos> 
who  hoped  for  or  feared  a  general  catas- 
trt)pihe  to  our  present  civilization  us- 
ually made  an  extravagant  estimate  of 
the  perils  and  iniquities  of  our  ins-titu- 
ti'ons,  and  ignexred  the  great  stiabilitits 
and  permanent  resources,  and  glan:  in- 
«-tias  wlhioh  render  international  social 
catalysm  impossible.  It  was  admitted 
that  local  revolutions  were  likely  to  oc- 
cur; but  that  they  should  always  be 
avoided  if  possible. 

Inshowfng  tJiat  any  revolution  was  an 
evil  even  if  under  given  circumstances 
and  necessary  one,  and  that  anything 
like  tnternlationlal  social  cataclysm  was 
impossible.  Mr.  EJlot  claimed  that  there 
was  left  but  one  alternative,  viz:  The 
hope  and  faith  of  conservative  progress 
in  lines  of  orderly  development;  without 
chaos  even  if  there  be  sudden,  tr'ansfor- 
matione;  with  conflicts  for  the  right, 
perhaps  serlouB  ones,  but  without  any- 
thing like  universal  upheaval. 

The  discussion  was  formally  opened 
by  Mr.  Hopkins,  followed  by  a  general 
discussion  from  the  members  of  tiie 
club.

The  parade  was  an  Imposing  one.  It 
was  headed  by  a  platoon  of  mounted 
police,  and  theln  came  tha  Citizens'  band, 
followed  by  the  carriage  i.n  which  the 
n»aminee  was  seated,  behind  In  regular 
order  followed  an  escort  of  women  on 
horseback,  a  cavalcade  of  horsemen  and 
eleven  more  bands,  including  the  Iowa 
state  band  sandwiched  betwe-an  various 
silver  marching  clubs.

London.  Oct.  8. — George  Du  Maurler, 
the  artist-no\'efli.st,  .atitho.-  of  •Trilby," 
died  at  2:30  this  morning.  His  end  was 
i^ainless  and  he  pa-ssed  away  surrounded 
i^y  friend.s.  The  illness  of  Mr.  Du 
.Maurier  was  pathetic  in  the  extre'me. 
For  days  he  had  been  hovering  between 
life  and  death,  at  Intervals  convei-sin.t; 
ivith  hi.s  friends  regarding  his  work.

He  saLsyn:  "There  Is 
still  no  moral  justification  for  the  rc- 
monetization  of  silver.  It  is  the  same 
as  if  a  man  who  had  been  robbed 
twenty-three  years  ago  should  now  rob 
5iom?  innocent  person,  and  then  justify 
hir=  act  by  the  forniier  robbery." 

The  Herald  can  afford  to  make  no 
other  reply  to  this  hypocritical  plea 
th-in  to  quote  the  wcrds  -ct  the  Hon. 
Benjamin  Butterworth,  fornierly  an 
Ohio  congressman,  who  recently  ad- 
dre.'iScd  a  large  gathering  in  Duluth  in 
bshalf  of  the  single  gold  standard  and 
all  its  attendant  evilsi.

Such  refusal  by 
foreign  creditors  would  be  defensible 
and  proper  if  our  currency  with  which 
we  had  a  right  to  pay  our  debts  had  be- 
come depreciated  or  undervalued  by  any 
act  of  the  debtors.  But  no  far  from  that 
being  so,  tii-  fact  is  exactly  the  reverse; 
the  c-rtditor  has  appreciated  and  over- 
valued the  only  coin  he  will  (so  he  says)

Closely  Kept. 


Th>  United  States  consul  i-n  Liege  de- 
scribes In  a  rfcent  report  the  manufac- 
tur  of  and  trade  in  Damaecus  gun  bar- 
i:ls,  says  the  PltLsburg  (Commercial-Ga- 
zette, whudly  hand-made.  In  the  V.il- 
ley  of  the  VcBdre,  in  Liege  provlnci^. 
Those  barr.-ls  are  for  sporting  guns, 
and  the  industry  is  many  years  old, 
the  woo^kmen  in  the  villagaj  in  the  val- 
loy  being  almost  all  gun^barrel  makers, 
and  the  trade  descending  from  faihcr 
to  son. 

_The  t>e8t  barrels  ar?  a  combination  of 
I. lie  best  primary  substances,  welded  and 
fcrged  by  the  martelage-a-froid  pro- 
cess. The  steel  comes  from  Westphalia, 
th;  Iron  Is  manufactured  at  Couvin,  in 
Belgium;  th?  coail,  which  is  especially 
suited  for  the  work,  from  the  Herve 
Hi"Shlands,  in  Belgium,  whil?  the  motive 
power  of  the  factories  !e  obtained  from 
the  Rivet  Vesdre.  The  Industry  has 
inireaaed  greatly  in  recent  years.  Tht 
armes  de  luxe,  as  they  ar?  called,  are 
made  by  men  working  In  pairs,  each 
pair  in  its  own  little  factory,  qui:e  in- 
dependent of  all  others.  They  aii  paid 
by  th«?  piece,  the  wages  being  good, 
and  about  2000  men  are  engaged  in  the 
work  in  the  valley.  Medium  quality  bar- 
rels are  maide  of  coke  iro«  and  steel, 
while  the  superior  quality,  whic?h  are 
produced  in  the  Vtsdre  valley,  are  made 
if  charcoal  iron  and  steel.  An  ingenious 
"ma'iriage"  of  these  metals  gives  a  com- 
po.sitlon  which,  when  manufactured, 
ii;u|iranL£ci£  V<he  r?quii»  d  solidity  and 
ic-sifta.nce. 

The  Improvemetit  in  these  Damascus 
baiTela  dates  from  the  in.troduction  of 
|;.-rcusaIon  caps  in  place  of  th  '  old  flint 
iiK-k.  Ff.rmerly  iron  barrels  alone  w^ro: 
produced:  now  :o  manufacture  the 
?ur!ed  Damascus  thf  ingot  is  composed 
of  thirty  sheets  of  iron  and  ste  1.  each 
:iav?ng  a  thicknet-s  of  four  millimeters, 
which  are  enveloped  in  a  sheet-iron  box, 
place<3  In  an  oven  and  welded  togithir 
at  the.  lowest  pot^»lbl-  lempeiaiur;. 
Each  bar  receives  150  welding  bear? 
while  being  forg?d.  and  If  a  single  on? 
of  these  is  u<?succt<=^sful  the  barrel  may 
b-  a  failure,  either  by  alteration  of  the 
Damascus  work  or  an  imperfection  of 
th?   welding.

Towards  :"ne  close  of  his  3i>eech  at 
Burlington.  Iowa,  yesterday  Mr.  Br>an 
m-id?  a  few  remarks  that  were  directed 
specially  to  Republicans.  There  were  a 
number  of  Republlcians  in  his  audience, 
and  one  began  to  cheer  for  McKinley.

''My  friend  has  declared  his  prefer- 
ence for  Mr.  McKlnley,"  said  Mr.  Bryan 
"I  wan:  h:>  ask  him  which  McKinley  he  is 
for— :he  McKinley  of  1890  or  the  Mc- 
Kinley of  1896?  (Long  cheering.)  Lit 
me  read  you  what  Mr.  McKinley  said  in 
1890  when  he  was  advocating  the  Sher- 
man law.  wJiich  added  to  the  volume  of 
the  na;i>n's  m->ney.  He-  e<a.Id  in  that 
speech:  "Biu  ail  agre-:-  tinat  we  mus: 
have  a  larger  voiame  of  money  and  that 
the  added  volume  sWall  be  silver  or  its 
equivalent  based  (in  silver."  At  iSiat 
ttane  we  were  puttiin^g  intj  circulation 
about  »24.00O.00O  a  y^ar  under  the  Bland 
ao:.  and  Mr.  .McKinley  advocated  the 
Sherman  ac;  on  the  ground  that  it  would 
Increase  thr-  amount  of  money  to  be  put 
in  circulaion  among  the  pc0^!^.  Let  me 
read  what  he  said  then:  "We  propos:- 
to  give  uo  this  &:>iin:ry  what  gentlemen 
upon  the  othtr  side  oZ  the  house  could 
not  do— whai  they  did  not  dare  do  f.->r 
four  years,  we  proi>ose  to  give  to  the 
country  a  silver  bill  that  will  take  all 
the  silver  practifcally  of  the  United 
States  and  make  it  available  for  the  use 
of  the  people.'  Again  he  said:  'So.  Mr. 
Speaker,  this  bill  is  just  to  the  silver  pro- 
ducers of  the  United  States  for  it  does 
what  the  present  law.  as  demonstrated 
byfevery  adminisration  for  ten  years,  ha^ 
not  done.  I:  'akis  every  dollar  of  silver 
bullion  thktx  is  purchased  in  the  United 
States  and  places  it  at  the  disposal  of  the 
p^O'Ie  a.s  money."  And  again  h?  said; 
'I  will  not  vote  against  this  bill  and  thus 
deprive  my  people  and  my  country  and 
the  laborers  and  the  producera  and  tiie 
mdustries  of  my  coun-try  of  $30,000,000 
annually  of  additional  circulating  me- 
dium."

Mi",    Foster    had   an   audience 
that   testetl   the  cajiacity  of  the  hall    to 
the  utmost.    On  the  platform  were  seat- 
ed Uob-.rt  Haire,  president  of  the  Trades 
.\ss».'mbly,   C.   'M.    Thomas,   ex-presidemt 
I  if  the  assembly,  E.  R.  Cobb  and  others. 
The  sp-aker   was   introduced    by   C.    M. 
Thojnais,    after    a    few    prelim-lhary    re- 
marks by  Mi.  Cobb,  which  were  l\ear- 
;ily  applauded, 

Mr.  Foster  began  by  saying  that  he 
was  not  here  with  a  long  title,  ex  or 
otherwise,  either  before  or  after  h'.A 
nam  ■,  but  as  a  loyal  citizen  holding 
for  the  best  possible  results  from  the 
coming  election.  The  speaker  eaiH  he 
is  not  a  polifacian.  He  had  never  h-rld 
an  offlee.  but  always  worked  at  his  trade. 
His  card  of  meml>ership  of  a  union  .s 
not  dated  1X84,  he  said,  (.\pplause. )  It 
is  a  card  in  Boston  Typographical  un- 
ion No.  13,  paid  up  to  date. 

"I  want  to  know,"  said  he,  "If  any  man 
is  ajuthorlzed  to  speak  for  organized  la- 
bor because  of  the  connection  with  it  uf 
his  grandfather,  h'.s  father  or  hinL-^'lf 
1*1  some  pt'Si  age,  and  to  speak  in  behalf 

■  ►f  principles  diaarK-tric^illy  opposed  to 
:inose  of  (organized  labor.  And  I  want 
:o  sa>'  a  wor'd  about  this  man  John 
.1.  JajTett,  the  ex-«iecretary  of  th^ 
-Vmalgamated  Association  of  Iron  and 
Steel  Workers.  He  is  very  much  an 
ex.'      Why    nut   say    the    present    paid 

secretary  of  the  Manufacturers'  Tin  Plate 
association  of  the  United  States.  He  has 
no  right  to  masquerad?  on  the  strength 
of  his  connection  with  organized  labor 
in  years  gone  by,  when  he  is  navv  thr 
pard  agent  of  one  of  the  biggest  mon- 
npoliies  in  the  country. 

ONLY    SOCIAL  QITESTIONS. 
"For  the  triumph  of  any  aggregation 

■  >t  politicians  as  such  the  average  work- 
ingman  dues  not  care  much.  My  politi- 
_  il  crtod  is  that  which  will  givei  to 
worklhgmvn  the  standard  of  Irving  to 
which  they  are  entitled.  One  of  the 
greatest  otatesmt^n  of  Europe  said  not 
long  ago  that  there  are  no  long-.?r  any 
policial  qfttstions,  only  social  ones.  Tin  ■ 
<luerttlon  of  tf»day  was  not  one  of  party 
na.mes.  history  or  tradition.  The  new 
(lueatton  is,  "Is  the  laborer  worthy  of  his 
hire,  and  how  (shall  he  get  that  to  which 
ne  is  entitled.'  By  the  highway  of  our 
civilization  sits  the  sphinx  of  destiny 
and  asks  of  all  the  question,  "What  is 
to  be  done."  " 

The  speaker  said  the  problem  of  pro- 
duction has  bee.n  mastered,  yet,  deepit? 
the  jjerfection  of  appliances  to  produc- 
wea.ItTi.  men  look  vainly  for  work  and 
men  die.  die  of  starvation  on  the  sti-eets 
of  the  great  ciiiies  of  the  East.  The  far- 
mers' childrrTt  have  no  shoes  and  the 
factories  of  the  East  cea^e  production, 
b€<?ause  there  Is  no  one  to  buy.  La.bor 
organizations  are  a  procrst  against  these 
conditions  brought  about  by  aggrega- 
tions of  wealth.  Berated  by  the  sub-i- 
d'zed  presi?  and  assailed  by  the  armed 
force  hili'f'd  by  capital  in  an  errdttavor  to 
crush  it  out  of  existence,  it  still  exists 
and  will  so  long  as  the  necessity  for  it 
exi.«l:s. 

"The  workingmen."  said  he.  "have 
learned  that  they  can  think  and  they 
ha.ve  formulated  demands.  I  will  speak 
of  one  that  concerns  us  in  this  cam- 
paign." 

The  speaker  alluded  to  the  terrible 
pce.nes  he  had  witnessed  in  Chicago 
when  men  were  forced  to  .seek  shelter 
in  the  corridors  of  the  city  hall,  and  in 
other  ckifs.  "But  what."  said  he,  "ha'.^ 
all  this  to  do  with  matters  that  concern 
us  in  this  campaign'.*  Simply  this— 
3omathi!nig  is  wrong.  And  t.he  convention 
of  the  Amer!(<an  Federation  of  Labor 
in  session'  in  Chicago  above  where  fnasa 
otarving  shivering  men  weie  huddlilig 
for  shelter,  passed  a  resolution  in  favor 
of  '.he  free  co!nage  of  silver  at  1«  to  I 
without  waiting  for  the  consent  of  any 
other  Tvatjon.  (Applause.)  Moat  of  the 
delegate's  were  from  the  East  where  this 
had  not  been  made  a  party  question.  It 
was  made  a  plank  in  the  labor  platform 
and  is  part  of  the  declaration  of  t!ie 
American  Federation  of  Labor  t<3day. 
In  Denveir  and  in  New  York,  it  was  rr- 
p-ated  for  the  second  and  third  time. 
Xht^iv  is  where  organized  labor  sUands. 
I  am  willing  to  grant  to  all  liberty  of 
opinroli.  I  can  ur>derstand  how  th, 
manlpulatoi-s  of  money  cm  feel  justifl-'d 
in  doi'ng  t'h's  thing.  I  do  not  deny  the 
right  of  members  of  organized  labor  to 
think  likt^vvll=t'— an.  insight  into  the 
minds  cf  6aic;h,  though,  might  be  a  curi- 
ou.s  stght.  But  when  those  who  are  no: 
corjnected  wirh  organized  labor,  save 
parhaps  in  a  time  years  ago,  and  who 
for  a  paltry  salary  have  deserted  their 
principles,  take  and  publicly  exploit  such 
a  position  they  are  either  very  big  fools 
or  very  great  kn'avee." 

These  men.  however,  might  be  right 
and  organized  labor  wrong  and  so  it  is 
m-  t  that  t'h?  question  should  be  exam- 
ined, the  speaker  saixl.  The  possession 
of  a  fat  saiarv  is  apt  to  alter  the  view. 
HAVE  ALWAYS  BEEN  CLASSES. 
"My  ornamental  friend  hae  had  a 
great  deal  to  say  about  the  enorm'ty 
of  the  offens,  cf  speaking  about  the 
masses  and  the  classes.  But  disguise 
it  as  you  may,  there  have  always  bep^n 
matses  and  classes.  The  big  fish  have 
always  been  »-atin«r  th?  little  ones."  In 
the  Industrial  world,  liberty,  which  there 
means  the  right  to  the  laborer  t/>  use 
hi*  own  time,  has  not  been  achieved. 
"The  declaration  of  independence."  said 
he.  "fs  a  good  deal  qualified  now.  The 
fK-oi>le  who  signed  that  declaratifm  did 
no:  ask  the  consent  of  any  other  na- 
tion. (Applause.)  They  changed  the 
ratio  betwee'n  the  mat-sis  and  t'he  classes 
<n  a  way  most  di.'-rurbing  to  the  Georgca 
and  the  Mark  Hanna«  of  the  time. 
(Laug'hter  and  applause.)  "Th-rj  big 
tishes.  however,  must  eat.  the  s[)eak-r 
said,  and  so  they  have  combined  to  carry 
out  their  c.ret-d  by  preventing  the  enjoy- 
m  at  of  equal  opportunities,  by  stretch- 
ing the  tentacle**  of  mon'>poly  axro'^ 
the  land,  paralyzing  individual  effort. 

"The  men  who  went  to  the  Chicago 
convention  with  retainers  from  Wall 
street  Jn  their  pockets  had  faiird  to  cap- 
ture It  and  the  men  who  are  Inteivsted 
in  the  welfare  of  their  country  had  made 
a  declaration  and  taken  a  stand  on  the 


falLh  of  the  fathers,  on  which  the  foun- 
i.!ati'->n  of  the  country  was  laid.  They 
mad?  a  labor  platform  and  on  thtr 
iioni.nated  iv  cattiJldate.  Dollars  cannet 
buy  thi'  votr^s  and  ridicule  cannot  affL^c: 
the  devotion  of  the  p^oipl?,  to  the  leader 
selected  by  Almighty  (3od;  he  who 
;. peaks  with  a  tongu  '  oi  fii-r»— -.jj^  („.,,. 
pi. '.^  champion- Bryan.  (Conti'niud 
ehe.jring  ) 

"You  may  wt-ll  cluir  him,"  tiaid  tin- 
.sixak.T,  "for  his  l,s  a  nani«'  of  chetT,  up- 
lifting and  inspiring  th.-  weary  he:u  ts 
of  multitudes  of  luborei-s."  (Applause.) 
Th'-  silver  questi^m  is  tht-  is«ue.  said 
fl'f  speaJter,  aiul  tho.«>*  who  deny  It  are 
trying  to  kick  up  a  dust  to  misleiid. 

Mr.  Rankin,  said  t.he  speaker,  had  jwiid 
a  ti'ibute  to  <leparted  statesmen,  but 
they  today  would  not  b  Mtumping  for 
McKinley.They  favored  bimetallism.  Th- 
s|V:-aker  then  quoted  Gxrtleld's  statennent 
that  he  had  neveT  ry;id  the  bill  known 
as  the  {Un  of  1873,  and  did  no:  know 
wha,t  was  in  It,  It  having  been  pass  d 
In  the  faith  of  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. He  read,  also  the  respon-si-.  of 
Blaine  to  Voorhees,  in  which  he  said 
he  di'd  not  know  w'hat  wats  in  the  bill, 
and  Mr.  Vourheew  reply  to  questions 
from  Blain  -^  in  wh'ch  Voorhees  said 
h.-  did  not  know  either.  "In  1879,  Kelley, 
of  f't-nn-sylvania,  chairman  of  the  com- 
luittie  r.'porttng  thv  bill,  said  that  so  far 
as  he  knew  a:  fhe  tim^,  the  bill  origin- 
ally pnivid.id  for  the  standard  silvei' 
d.illar  and  that  h.-  did  not  know  unri 
long  .afterward  that  if  had  1h  eiv  dropiA^l.

Tile  sjH'a.kei'  also  quoted  Thurman  and 
Holman,  the  latter  denouncing  tlie  a.-i 
as  an  en.trmous  swindle.  This  brought 
out  the  inconsistency  of  the  present 
position  of  the  Republican  pauty  as 
compared  with  its  riast  record  un  thv 
fina'ncial  question  and  quoted  the  state- 
ments Garfield,  Logan  and  Ingalls  a-.? 
to  '.ihe  evil  rtsults  of  a  contracted  cur- 
rency. 

"Lincoln,"  said  he.  "said  that  If  a 
goveirament  contracted  a  debt  with  a 
certain  volume  of  money  and  then  con- 
tracted that  volume  it  would  be  gu'lty 
of  the  most  heinous  crime  a  c<)un:ry 
can  commit.  And  tliat  is  what  this  coun- 
try has  done.

pvopie  will  have  to  take  tlieir  dei:)osi's 
an'rl  policies  In  53-cent  dollar.?.  "Why." 
said  he.  "if  they  fhought  they  could 
pay  off  every  dollar  a.:  a  profit  of  47 
certtsi  they  would  be  howling  and  pnay- 
ing  for  that  day   to  come."

Wlijh  silver  d?monetizf<d,  it  will  require 
as  much  cf  commodir.i  «  today  to  pay 
the  balance  of  the  national  debt  as  it 
would  to  pay  the  whole  of  it  thirty  years 
ago." 

The  speaker  concluded  with  glowing 
tributes  to  Bryan  and  Towne.  "If  you 
fail  to  re-elcct  Mr.  Towne."  said  he.  "it 
will  be  a  loss  to  the  working  people  of 
the  eatire  country."  References  to  Mr. 
Bryan  and  Mr.  Towne  were,  received 
with  uproaVious  applause. 

RANKIN  AT  ST.  PAUL 

The  Audience  Questioned  and 
Floored  Him. 

A.  C.  Rankin  spoke  In  St.  Paul  at  the 
Auditorium  las;  evening  and  from  the 
r^po;"  of  the  meeting  brought  up  :ihis 
morning  by  a  man  who  was  present,  he 
had  about  as  liveiy  a  time  as  he  ev-r 
iiad  in  his  life  and  he  found  himself  in 
a  very  embarrassiing  posJliion.

He  was  telling  how  if  a  gold  dollar 
i.-;  melted  into  bullion  it  is  worth  100 
cents,  but  a  silvc-  dollar  treated  the 
same  wiy  is  woith  only  53  cents, 

"What  gives  it  the  ot.her  47  cents 
value?"    asked   a   man    in    the   crowd. 

"The  act  ctf  the  government,"  said 
Rjnkin. 

"How  does  the  government  manifest 
its  aats?"  was  asked. 

•By   legislation."    slid    Rankin.. 

"Well,  show  me  the  legislation  that 
puts  ihe  other  47  cents  there?"  was  the 
nrxt.shot  and   Rankin  was  stumped. 

A  little  later  Rankin  defied  anyone  to 
rioint  out  the  la,w  which  demonetiz  d 
silver.  A  little  man  down  la  th3  crowd 
Jumped  up  and  shouted: 

"The  law  which  m-ide  the  gold  d^^Uar 
•the  standard,"  and  again  Mr,  Rankin 
was  at  a  loss  for  an  answer. 

T.ik-n  altogether  M.-.  Rslakin's  .S;. 
Paul  m?*ftlng  was»  a  decided  failure  and 
a  few  more  such  incidents  would  create 
a  stampede  for  silver.

THE  STRUCK  JURY. 

Judge  Brill  of  Ramsey  County 
Rules  Upon  It. 

The  question  of  who  shall  conduct  the 
drawing  ajid  striking  of  struck  juries, 
which  came  up  in  this  court  during  the 
-.resent  term,  was  decided  liberally,  ac- 
cording to  a  decision,  by  Judge  Brill,  in 
the.  RamsSey  eounlty  court.  When  the 
matter  wa©  brought  up  here  the  court 
decided  that  the  sheriff  did  noi.  have  ti 
do  the  clerical  work,  but  that  it  was  suf- 
ticien  for  himito  supefintend  and  approv? 
i:.  Judge-  Brill  has  decided  that  th& 
sheriff  canno'  delegate  his  power  in  the 
matter  at  ail. 

In  part,  Judg.?  Brill's  decision  is  as 
follows: 

"The  facts  in  this  regard  are  tliat  the 
sheriff  did  n'ot  in  person  participate  in 
any  of  the  pr.x>^=dings  for  obiain^ltig  th-? 
.struck  jury;  he  was  not  present  and  made 
no  selection  of  persons,  everything  in 
tha":  bahalf  having  been  done  by  dei-uty. 
It  is  cKaimed  by  the  plaintiff  that  the 
duties  enjoined  upon  the  sheriff  by  the 
statute  relating  to  .struck  juries  must  be 
performed  by  him  in  person. 

"It  is  fair  to  Infer  ttiat  the  l-:gi'.?lature 
designed  the  sheriff  as  Uie  person  wh.) 
should  perform  the  du.y  of  selecting  a 
jury  of  speciai  qualiificaiions.  But  if  the 
duty  is  to  be  performed  by  deputies,  th?n 
there  is  no-  assumnce,  not  even  a  pre- 
iT-umptibn,  that  it  will  be  perfoimed  by 
a  person  qualified  flor  the  work— ana 
this  is  said  without  any  disparagement 
of  the  character  or  ability  of  any  deputy. 
The  deputy  is  ni>t  chosen  by  the  electors, 
but  iis.appcint3d  by  the  sheriff  a.lone. 

"He  is  not  expected  lo  possess  the  de- 
gree Ol  discretion  ;eQuIred  of  his  su- 
peri'or;  he  exercises  his  duties  under  the 
direction  of  the  sheriff;  his  work  may 
be.  aiiAi  usually  is,  restricted  to  a  part 
only  of  the  sna.ny  duties  p*jrtal'nmg  to  the 
office  of  his  principal. 

"He  may  be,  and  often  is*,  ttterely  an 
office  m'an  or  bookkeeper.  Now.  the  law 
as  quoted  above  requires  that  the  sheriff 
shall  select  forty  such  persons  as  he 
shall  think  most  indifferent  between  the 
parties  and  best  qualified  to  try  he  issue. 
The  language  ua^d  ilndicates  quite  cleviriy 
an  intentiun  to  designate  the,  person  who 
Lsto  perform  this  duty.  The  duty  r.quij-ed 
of  the  sheriff  In  this  particular  is  no  a 
ministerial  duty;  he  isn't  liable  for  any 
misUke  he  may  make  in  judgment  of 
iiis  selectlcn. 

"The  duty  is  quasi  jud'icial,  and  it  is 
i\  duty  that  he  cannot  delegate  to  an- 
,;>ther.  The  parties  are  entitled  t-o  the  dis- 
cretion and  judgment  of  the  eherliff  him- 
self. I'he  law  evldeajiy  c.mteniplatcs 
that  the  mind  of  the  sheriff  shall  act.  He 
j  must  do  the  thinking,  and  It  cannot  be 
done  by  a  deputy."

As  early  as  6  o'clock,  within  an 
hour  after  Michigan  avenue  had  cleared 
up  after  the  marching  Republieans.  the 
leading  organizations  of  the  D.^mtHTatic 
paraxl.^  began  to  apvviir  for  their  torch- 
light demi>n!»:ration.  They  poured  in 
rabidly,  and  by  7  o'clock  the  st.eeta  were 
packed  again.  One  division  formed  on 
Michigan  avenue,  and  as  soon  as  it  had 
pas»ad  Washington  street  the  second 
wb*ei»d  in  t)ehind. 

The  West  Side  column  formed  in  Hay- 
market  .<»quare.  and  it  pi^ured  over  Ran- 
dolph street  bridge,  joining  tho  main 
procession  at  the  corner  of  Randolph 
and  adarkt  siret-Ls.  A  high  wind  arv>Sc^ 
.in  (he  •■ourie  of  the  evening  anl  m«d«  t 
a  matter  of  somo  difticuliy  to  ke^^p 
t.>rehes  and  transtxirenciej*  alight. 
Several  of  the  latter  caught  fl.e  and  ha,l 
<o  be  thrown  a«id-^.  The  commanding 
olficer-?  of  the  parade  had  deeded 
against  the  presence  of  floats  in  the 
line,  and  c»:>nsequently  th:?  parade  wa-<» 
ciMiiposed  ver>-  largely  of  men  on  foot. 

The  parade,  after  being  fully  forme<l 
at  Randolph  and  Market  street.^, 
marched  south  to  Jackson  street  and 
then  turned  south  on  Michigan  avenu-" 
to  Sixteenth.  aJong  which  it  marched  t> 
Tattersails.  where  the  silver  meeting 
was  in  progress.  At  this  ;:oInt  it  dis- 
banded. 

The  cold  Wiind  and  the  fatigue  of  the 
early  part  of  the  day  had  its  effect  on 
the  number  of  spectators,  and  the  night 
parade  was  not  witnessed  by  the  large 
crowds  of  the  m'>rnjr.g  and  afternoon. 
However,  the  Bryan  men  in  the  ^aradd 
and  those  on  the  sidewalk  showed  no 
deficiency  of  enthusiasin  during  th^ 
march.  The  yells  arid  cheers  went  up 
constajitly.  and  as  about  every  othe.- 
man  in  the  lin?  had  possessed  himself 
of  a  tin  horn,  the  volume  of  noise  was 
deafening.  The  slowly  decreasing  num- 
ber of  torchlights  in  the  parade  was  fully 
Compensated  for  by  the  great  number  of 
calcium  lights  carried.  There  were  fully 
flf:y  I  if  these  and  they  made  the  streets 
as  light  as  dav.

:he  very  cream  of  Detroit  Democracy, 
while  the  Bryan  Democa'its  say  that, 
tiiough  thiy  will  vote  for  McKinley,  the.v 
comprise  about  all  the  Democrats  in 
thi.s  city   who  will. 

The  Republicans  have  plenty  of  money 
and  are  spending  It  in  tvery  possibi 
way.  by  the  organization  of  all  sorts  <:f 
clubs  and  excursions,  and  are  admit- 
ted to  b*.  thoroughly  organized.  Thty 
are  holding  midday  meetings,  addressed 
by  gold  speaktrs,  in  a  large  room  in  tii :• 
central  part  of  the  city,  and  also  send- 
ing speakers  to  similar  meetings  tha. 
are  held  in  manufacturing  establish- 
ments  to  enlighten   the  worklngm^n. 

All  the  information  I  get  is  that  th.- 
workingmen  of  this  city,  organized  or 
unorganized,  will  be  almtist  unanimou.* 
for  Bryan.  In  Mayor  Pingrce's  shoe 
shops  there  are  clubs  of  both  complex- 
Ions,  but  when  I  a«ked  what  the  relative 
membership  indicated,  I  was  told  that 
it  was  16  to  1— more  than  sixteen  for 
Bryan  to  one  for  any  one  elsc-.

The  returns  of  millut  wv-re  worthy  of 
m(:e,  viz:  Golden,  first  plot,  3474  pounds 
per  acre,  second  plot,  3667  pounds  pc/ 
acre;  Germ-in,  2580  pounds;  Hungarian, 
2700  pounds  and  bioom  corn  milleit, 
6300  pounds  per  acre.  This  latter  wa.-j 
remarkably  laige  and  the  quality  ot 
all  the  varieties  was  exceJle.ni;.  Sorghum 
cut  for  feed  gave  2800  pounds  p^r  acre. 

A  portion  of  the  farm  wa«  d«r^'ot'ed  to 
summer  feied  for  stock,  where  oats  ana 
.ape  mixed,  rape  and  peas  and  o'.her 
ni;x)tur-js  were  tried  in  tiie  effort  to 
raise  feed  economically  w.^thout,  Im- 
poverishing the  sQii.  Eleven  heaid  of 
Cattle  pastured  from  two  to  thiree  times 
during  the  season.  Twelve  acres  have 
bene  sown  down  to  tlmotthy  and  clover 
and  the  citand  thereof  could'  not  well  be 
better.  There  is  also  sown  down  one- 
senth  of  an  acre  each  of  red  top, 
timothy,  orchard  grassi,  alslke  clover, 
red  clover,  alfalfa  and  bromus  Inermis 
(or  Ausrlan  bronv?  grass).

It  was  in 
striking  contrast  to  the  goldbug  paraci-? 
which  moved  through  the  streets  in  the 
nnofning,  with  hundreds  of  costly  floats 
<ind   brilliant    with    uniforms   and    wit'rr 
banners  paid  for  with  the  money  wiiic:\ 
Mark  Hanna  secured  on  his  "fat-frying" 
.  xpeditijns  to  the  Eastern  goldbug  cen- 
ters.   Those  who  march.3d  in  the  silver 
procjsslon  last  night  were  thefe  because 
of  their  enthusiasm  for  the  cause;  they 
are  earnest  supporters  of  an  American 
financial   policy   which    w^U   be   in    the 
inurests  of  the  American  producers — of 
the  American  farmers  and  worklngmen— 
as  against  the  interests  of  the  British 
money  .-ower.    They  were  not  compelled 
to  walk  in  the  silver  parade.    The  work- 
lngmen who  marched  in  th?  silver  rank.^ 
were  there  of  their  own  f;ee  will.    They 
were  not  compelled  to  take  part  in  the 
demonstration    :n    order    t>    save    th?ir 
jobs.        Thousanda  of   the   worklngmen 
who  marched  in  the  goldbug  parad?  in 
the    morning,    following    thei:-    goldbug 
employes — becaujie  they  dared  not  s;ay 
amay   with-;/ut   imperilling   their   oppor- 
tunity  to  earn  a  living  for   themselves 
and  families — were   found   in   the  silver 
parade  at  night,  vieing  with  their  fel- 
low-workingmen    in    their    chee.'s     for 
Brj'an  £tnd  bimetallism. 

It  la  a  notorious  fact  that  many  w^ork- 
Ingmfn  were  coerced  into  taking  part  in 
the  goldbug  parade.  It  was  proven  that 
in  one  manufacturing  establishment  in. 
Chicago  the  m^n,  who  demurred  agaiast 
pa;-ading  for  the  gold  standard,  were  t-Jd 
by  their  superintendent:  "You  will 
march  on  Oct.  %  or  you  will  march  on 
Oct.  10, "  meaning  that  if  they  did  not 
take  part  in  th'?  goldbug  :..arade  they 
might  expect  to  get  their  walking 
papers.  By  such  means  were  tha  gold- 
bug  ranks  in  yesterday's  parad?  swollen 
to  large  proportions,  enabling  the  gold- 
bug  political  managers  to  boast  of  the 
great  "labor  d^/monsLration"  in  favor  of 
gold. 

But  the  evening  parade  W'as  not 
markid  by  such  coercive  m^ethods.  No 
man  was  forced  to  walk  in  the  silver 
procession  against  his  will.  All  who 
participated  were  free  agents,  testifying 
by  their  presence  to  their  enthusiasm  for 
the  cause  of  bim?tall:.sm.  Th?  silver  men 
have  reason  to  be  well  pleased  with  the 
showing.  It  furnished  evidence  that  the 
worklngmen  of  Chicago  ar^  loyal  to  ihe 
bimetallic  caus?  and  that  th-;lr  votes 
will  be  cast  on  Nov.  3  for  the  candidates 
■who  represent  this  great  principle.

I:  Is  a  ca.se  of  "shi'ppiiig  coal  '.o 
Ke^ATastle."  The  fact  that  the  presetit 
advance  In  wh'eat  is  produced  by  the 
shortage  vf  the  wheat  crop  in  India,  thus 
withdrawing  tconporariiy  the  aompetS 
tlen  of  t.'ie  Indian  wheat-grower  in  the 
English  markets,  proves  absolutely  the 
claims  of  the  silver  men  in  this  country 
that  the  silver-using  countries  which  ex- 
port wheat  regulate  ti>e  price  oU  that 
cereal  by  reasoa  of  the  advantage  which 
they  possess  over  the  wheat  producers  in 
gold  standhrd  countries. 

The  fact  that  India  canr.ot  ship  amy 
wheat  to  ^Liverpool  this  year  naturally 
causes  a  greater  demand  for  wheat  from 
the  United  States,  because  there  IS  no 
surplus  in  other  countries  to  meet  the 
defloilency,  and  thus  produces  an  advance 
In  the  price.  England  cannot  now  take 
silver  at  its  depredated  price,  as  the  re- 
sult of  demone'JzatJoia,  aad  buy  wh;la»i 
from  Ir.dia,  and  therefore  she  is  forced 
to  turn  to  America  arid  pay  a  higher 
price  f-.f  her  wheat.  For  years  Eng« 
land  has  been  buyilng  sliver  from  us  fo: 
haJf  what  it  is  worth  and  then  using  ii 
to  pay  the  Indian  farmer  for  his  wheat. 
She  ctinna:  do  this  at  present,  because 
the;  Indleu  farmer  has  r.lo  wheat  to  sell. 
Indian  competition  being  thus  removed, 
the  advantage  which  England  obtains  by 
the  depressed  price  of  silver  in  buying 
her  breadstuffs  being  partially  wiped 
out,  it  is  only  n:a£ural  that  the  price  ci 
v.iieat  should  go  up.  Speculation  has 
aided  in  the  rise,  no  doubt,  but  if  the 
situation  in  Ir.dia  be  as  reported,  thert 
shauld  be  a  still  further  advance  in 
wheat. 

But  look  a-t  the  fall  in  silver  at  tht 
same  time,  gleefully  shout  the  goldbugs.

The  Workingmen  and  the  Farm- 
ers Join  Hands. 

Cincinnati  Enquirer:  The  gold  monomet- 
alllsts  are  just  now  suffering  intense 
anxiety  for  fear  that  the  free  coiitage  of 
silver  will  injure  the  workingmen.  A  fa- 
vorite assertion  of  theirs  is  that  the  price 
of  labor  does  not  increa.se  In  proportion 
with  thei  Increase  in  price  of  all  other 
things.  If  this  could  be  shown  to  be  true, 
which  it  cannot,  it  would  simply  prove 
thai  the  wages  of  the  workingmen  are  not 
the  object  of  so  very  much  solicitude  on 
the  part  of  capital  after  all.  If  the  advo- 
cates of  a  gold  standard  are  very  much 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  working- 
man  they  will  be  at  liberty  lo  pay  hm 
just  as  much  as  thty  want  to  even  after 
iire,   coinage  is  established. 

The  workingmerr  know  that,  in  the  very 
nature  of  things,  there  are  few  who  are 
studying  their  interests— that  they  have 
to  look  out  for  themselves.  They  have  all 
got  too  much  sense  to  take  the  advice  el 
the  bondholders  and  gold  si)eculatorri,  or 
their  newspaper  organs,  when  they  go  to 
.he  bailot  box.  The  r  instinct  teaches 
th  -m  that  whatever  is  desired  by  those  in- 
terests is  likely  not  to  be  for  the  interests 
of  labor.  The  great  business  cf  the  go.d 
standard  leaders  is  to  sell  gold  and  buy 
;;o':ds.  Interest  has  to  be  paid  on  all  the 
bends,  and  the  taxes  come  at  last  from 
the  wages  of  labor.  The  poor  man  pay.s 
a  tax  on  the  tobacco  in  his  pipe  and  th? 
beer  in  h..s  mug.  It  is  true,  he  does  noi 
pay  much  of  a  duty  on  broadcloth,  but  he 
pay.s  rent  to  his  landlord  arid  profits  to 
his  grocer,  and  all  experience  teache.i  that 
labor  pays  the  great  bulk  of  the  taxes. 
They  are  shifted  over  to  it.  It  comes  to 
th'e  workingman  in  the  reduction  of  wages 
and  in  the  cost  of  living.  He  is  not, 
therefore,  largely  interested  in  electm.:? 
Pierpont  Morgan's  candidate  for  pres.- 
dent.  because  the  only  use  Mr.  Morgan 
has  for  a  president  is  to  get  him  to  buy 
gold  with  whieh  to  pay  the  nation's  sil- 
ver obligations,  and  to  get  h:m  to  sell 
bonds  at  a  discount  in  exchange  for  that 
gold,  and  sraddle  the  people  with  a  con- 
stantly growing  national  debt  on  which 
they  must  pay  the.  interest. 

The  laborlngmen  of  this  country  are 
making  no  mistake  in  this  campa.gn 
They  are  rallying  almost  as  one  man 
-he  support  of  Mr  Bryan.  They 
hi.s  voice  no  uncertain  sound 
him  and  bereve  in  him.  He 
ihem  out  as  has  heretofore  been  done.  The 
work  ngmen  of  the  cities  and  the  farmers 
of  the  country  are  quite  as  well  educateei 
on  the  monev  question  as  the  bankers  and 
their  lawyers.

The  only  effect  that  the 
present  high  cost  of  gold  or  if  you  prefer 
the  low  price  of  silver  is  to  slop  importa- 
tions of  imported  articles,  which  stimu- 
lates Itome  production:  an;.!  as  a  result 
this  country  was  never  sio  prosperous  as 
now.  Ma.nufactor:es  are  springing  up 
everywhere,  ajid  Mexico  will  in  a  few 
years  be  independent  of  the  world.  Of 
Course  there  is  no  comparison  between  the 
two  countries^  as  Mexico  is  just  emerg- 
ing from  centuries  of  Spanish  misrule 
which  was  followed  by  years  of  civ: I 
slirife;  but  the  country  has  gone  ahead 
in  the  last  lifteen  years  more  than  it  did 
for  a  hundred  years. 

Railroads  are  building,  cotton  mills  be- 
ing erected  and  large  prolits  being  made 
in  all  lines.  The  government  is  stable 
and  is  run  for  the  be-neflt  of  her  own  peo- 
ple and  not  for  the  money  loaners  of  New 
York  and  London.  The  prosperity  of  the 
country  is  such  that  the  government  has 
be.en  able  to  pay  her  interest  in  .gold  and 
promptly  and  the  credit  of  Mexico  is 
good.  As  to  cost  of  living  here,  a  Mexi- 
can dollar  Ls.just  as  good  on  the  average 
as  a  gold  dollar  is  in  the  states.  Imported 
articles  are  high,  but  then  we  avod  using 
them  as  much  as  possible.  Many  things 
are  much  cheaper  than  in  the  states,  but 
take  it  all  together  a  dollar  will  go  as 
far  here  as  in  the  states.  Railroad  fares 
and  freights  ar?  fully  as  cheap.  Now 
about  wages.  Mechanics  re-eeive  better 
wages  here  tJian  in  the  states.  Native 
labor  is  cheap  but  then  the  cost  of  livina 
is  also  cheap.  There  is  of  course  no  com- 
paris^on  between  these  half-breed  Indians 
and  American  laborers  either  as  to  their 
intel?gence  or  abilSty  to  work.  Where  I 
am  is  what  is  known  as  the  hot  country, 
we  pay  common  labor  50  cents  per  d.iy. 
miners.  ?!  to  $1.5":  mechanics,  $l.."i<>.  The 
above  of  course  are  natives  and  they  can 
live  well,  including  (;}othing.  for  2u  cents 
per  day  or  less.  "The  n-^ct.ssaries  of  life 
arc  so  cheap  that  a  man  can  support  a 
family  on  .tO  cents  per  day.  The  climate  is 
such  "that  but  little  clothing  it  necessary 
and  the  houses  they  live  in  do  not  have  tc 
be  expensive.  The  interest  of  Mexico  is 
that,  the  I'^nlted  States  remain  on  a  gold 
ba.siis  as  she  sells  her  coffee,  fruit,  etc., 
for  gold  and  then  sells  the  gold  for  $i 
for  $1.  As  for  the  mines  we  take  our. silver 
t)  our  own  mints  and  have  it  coined  and 
with  it  we  pay  all  our  expenses  exatnly 
die  same  as  when  silver  was  at  par  in 
the  I'nited  States.  The  high  cost  of  ex- 
change acts  as  a  protective  tariff  of  ItW 
per  cent,  attd  as  a  result  our  manufac- 
airers  are  getting  rich  and  the  country 
is  being  developed  fast.  Only  a  few  weeks 
ago  a  local  maciiinc  shoji  received  an 
order  for  a  300-horse  power  Corlis.s  engiut 
in  competition  with  .American  manufac- 
:orie>s  and  this  mai'ks  the  beginning  .?f 
Mexico's  independence  of  foreign  makers. 
for  machinery  and  the  imports  of  this 
class  of  goods  will  fall  off  very  fast  now. 

I  guess  I  have  written  all  you  will  want 
to  read  about  Mexico,  but  don't  let  the 
politicians  make  you  believe  that  a  Mex- 
ican dollar  in  Mexico  is  not  just  as  good 
as  a  gold  dollar  in  the  states  as  it  cer- 
tainly is.

Mr.  Halden  received  the  Republican 
nomination  for  county  auditor  in  lSy4 
agiiln.Ht  scA'eral  pri»minent  and  pojular 
oi:.ponent.>».  H^      was      triumphantly 

ehvted  by  an  ov:'rwht  Imlng  majority, 
and  Jan.  1.  1895.  he  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office.  He  has  held  that 
office  u:>  to  the  present  tioK'.  His  term 
of  office  cxpres  with  this  y >ar.  and  he  i.< 
a  candidate  for  re-election,  having 
again  received  an  unqualified  endorse- 
ment from  hi."  party.  That  he  will  be 
elected  again  th^re  is  littK*  doubt.  That 
he  deserves  to  be  elected  again  there  Is 
no  doubt  whatever,  and  below  will  be 
found  a  few  reasons  -why  th?re  is  not. 

To  begin  with,  there  is  not  an  office 
in  the  county  that  is  harder  to  fill  satis- 
factorily for  a  mm  with  lit:!*-  previous 
experience  than  the  auditor's  office.  Not 
only  that,  but  St.  I>>uis  county  Is  the 
hardest  county  in  the  stat-  to  care  for 
from  the  auditor's  office,  and  none  are 
excepted.  Deputy  Public  Examiner 
Snow  said  retently  that  that  office  con- 
sidered St.  Louis  coun::y  the  most  diffi- 
cult in  the  state  to  car?  for,  and  that  the 
deputies  alwiays  avoided  coming  here  if 
they  could.  He  said  that  we  have  been 
a  little  republic,  or  at  least  a  state  of 
our  own.  and  it  was  true.  He  said  that 
tha  detailed  work  of  the  auditor's  office 
in  this  county  was  so  great  that  a  dep- 
uty examiner  who  was  detailed  to  come 
here  felt  that  he  had  before  him  the  big- 
gest job  of  the  year  In  going  over  it. 

Naturally,  it  Is  hard  work  to  care  for 
such  an  offlc?.  and  naturally  there  Ls 
great  liability  to  mistakes  that  may  be- 
come dli^sirous  to  the  county.  For  in- 
stance, a  former  auditor  once  missed  a 
tax  sale  that  cost  $50,000  to  the  councy. 
Of  course,  this  had  to  be  made  up  by 
taxpayers  who  should  not  have  borne  the 
exp?nse.  Not  once  sinoe  Mr.  Halden 
came  into  the  office  has  there  been  such 
a  mistake,  large  or  small.  Not  a  breath 
of  critLcisnm  has  gone  out  about  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  office  has  been  con- 
ducted, and  th?  b.joks  and  records  have 
alwayd  been  oi>?n  to  inspection.  Thi?, 
by  the  way,  has  been  an  especially  pleas- 
ing feature  of  Mr.  Halden's  admin  s- 
tration.  The  -.mployes  of  the  office  hav^ 
all  partaken  of  Mr.  Halden's  courtesy, 
and   their  time  has  always  been  at   the 


8fi-vioe  of   tlu-   taxpayeid   in   answer    to 
any  reas».>nablc;  demands. 

Summed  up  in  a  w/»rd,  Mr.  Halden's 
conduct  in  office  ha^  biought  in  $'_'2.">.000 
in   taxes  to  tha  county  which,   while  it

volume  in  itself,  but  it  may  be  of  in- 
terest to  cofisider  some  of  the  spjcific 
thing.i  Mr.  Halden  has  done. 

He  has  completed  a  rec-jrd  of  the  ex- 
penditures on  county  roads  since  the 
organization    of    the    county.      This    re- 


quiived  a  great  deal  of  lime  and  research 
into  the  minutes  of  commlsulonerij' 
meetings  fr\nr\  18,')8  ur>  to  date,  but  it  lia." 
paid  for  itself  many  times  over.  The 
work  is  indexed  and  it  has  proved  very 
convendent  both  in  the  office  and  to  the 
board  of  county  commiesion.rrs.  When 
the  latter  met  for  the  first  time  n^-arly 
tw(»  years  ago  and  undertt'^k  to  get  tlif 
county  road  w<irk  in  han<l,  it  was  found 
(hat  there  was  no  way  by  which  they 
could  find  the  amounts  expended  on  each 
road.  This  and  all  other  desired  infor- 
mation is  nowj  readily  at  hand,  thanks  to 
this  important  work. 

Another  Important  work,  and  one 
whichTiaa  been  of  di:'ec:  benefit  to  the 
taxjiayers,  ia  as  follows:  In  former 
years  it  was  the  custom  ti>  have  clerks 
of  the  land  office. furnish  data  as  to  en- 
t.-red  land  which  had  escapeJ  taxation. 
This  method  was  very  unsatLsfactor>- 
and  muc-h  taxable  property  escaped  tax- 
ation. An  appeal  was  made  through 
Congressman  Towne  to  the  general  land 
office,  and  Mr.  Towne  succe-^ded  in  get- 
ting p.rmlssittn  for  the  local  office  to 
allow  the  auditor's  office  to  have  acce?i! 
to  its  records.  Thi's  resulted  in  locating 
and  placing  on  the  tax  rolls  much  land 
which  has  b&en  quietly  enjoying  im- 
munity from  taxation.  This  item  wa.^ 
larg.j  in  the  1895  tax,  but  It  will  Kh..w.  up 
still  heavier  in  the  1896  tax. 

Another  item  which  bi'ought  in  $50,000 
alone  was  the  placing  upon  the  tax  rolls 
of  many  building.-*  located  upon  railroad 
rights-of-way.  These  buildings,  being 
on  lands  not  taxable  by  the  county,  had 
hitherto  esca;>ed  taxation.  Acting  under 
instructl'tms  from  Auditor  Halden,  the 
county  sui-veyor  located  a  large  number 
of  them,  and  thus  the  assessments  were 
increased  $50,000. 

Since  Mr.  Halden  came  Into  office  the 
water  frontage  from  Oneota  to  Spirit 
Lake  has  been  sur\'e>-ed,  platted  and 
placed  upon  the  assessment  rolls.  Before 
Mr.  Halden  came  in  not  an  acre  -af  this 
land  was  Included  on  the  assessment 
rolls.  This  Item  includes  some  of  the 
mo.st  valuable  property  in  the  city. 

An  item  whi<h  has  added  over  half  a 
million  of  dollar^;  to  the  at-se.ssment  rolls 
is  the  taxation  of  franchi!--es,  first  made 
last  year,  and  f-<r  this  Mr.  Haldt^n  de- 
serves particular  credit.  Thes^  fran- 
chises had  for  years  been  bringing  in 
money  to  their  poissessors,  but  up  to  Mr. 
Halden'.s  time  no  one  had  dreamed  of 
putting    them   on   the   assessment    rolls. 


One  of  the  first  things  Mr.  Halden  did 
In  this  connection  was  to  place  every 
f,-anchise  In  the  city  on  the  as.'iessmenl 
rolls,  and  the  general  otjinion  Is  that  it 
was  one  of  th>  cleverest  things  ever  done 
by  a  county  offlclaJ. 

Still  another  Item,  and  this  the  largest 
frf  all.  Since  Mr.  Halden  took  charge  of 
the  auditor's  office  he  has  placed  u.',»n 
tile  tax  rolls  acres  upon  acres  of  lands 
which  had  been  returning  no  rev  nue  Ut 
the  county  because  they  were  held  under 
lease*  from  the  state.  Not  only  this. 
Ijut  the  great  ij\»n  mines  have  Ije-n  taxed 
as  they  should  be,  in  the  sa^ne  manner 
that  other  valuable  pn/r>ertie8  are  taxed, 
and  this  h.i.s  made  an  increa.*?  (>'  mil- 
lions of  dollar.^  in  the  taxable  valuation 
of  the  county.  The  i-esult  of  this  has 
b^en  to  in/crease  tiie  valuation  of  the 
county  outside  the  city  $6,000,000,  while 
the  city  has  been  decreased  $11,000,000. 
This  takes  a  large  part  of  the  tax  burden 
away  from  thj  pet»ple  and  throw.s  it 
upon  the  Eastern  owners  of  the  big  iron 
mines. 

Another  good  item  Is  this:  All  the 
stumpage  on  which  taxes  were  due  sine  • 
1887  has  becji  entered  on  the  judgm-n. 
rolls.  The  properiy  has  been  sold  and 
the  money  t-ollected,  and  ihLs  has  addt*d 
$7000  to  the  county  revenue.  None  of 
this  stuff,  though  due,  was  entered  in 
Judgment  before  Mr,  Halden  entered  it. 
Still  another  item:  The  amount  of 
personal  r>roperty  located  in  unorganised 
t->wnfthip.',  consSstJng  mostly  of  log.«. 
and  ; -laced  upon  the  roll.*,  has  been  In- 
creased from  $15,815  in  1895  to  over  $125.- 
000  in  1896.  And  this  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  many  unorganized  town- 
ships have  be-en  organized  since  1895. 

All  these  items  have  resulted  in  an  in- 
crea.^e  of  $225,000  in  the  tax  rolls  In  two 
years,  and  a  corresponding  equalization 
of  the  cost  of  c<5nduct:ng  the  county.  In 
other  words,  he  has  taken  a  good  20  rer 
cent  of  the  cost  from  the  shoulders  of 
the  people  and  charged  it  up  to  men 
who  were  hitherto  illegally  escaping*the 
payment  of  their  just  share  of  the  gen- 
eral expense. 

If  thai  ia  n-jt  enough  to  read  Mr. 
Halden's  title  clear  Lo  re-election,  th^re 
is  no  object  In  ambition  and  a  whole- 
some desire  to  faithfully  serve  the  peo- 
ple. It  is  not  the  man  who  will  simply 
vegetate  in  his  office  and  do  merely  th.i; 
wlilch  comes  before  him,  but  th^-  man 
who  thinks  and  applies  his  thoughts  to 
hif  W'jrk  that  will  best  serve  the  p-eople.

'  after  year  values  declined  until  to  raise 
!  interest  money  required  t'n^  saeriflce  of 
:  some  implemient  or  animal  which  com- 
•  prised  a  part  of  his  capital  stock— Mr. 
I  Barn-rs'  capital  was  impaired. 


Grapeville  was  named  after  the  river 
wjhich  ran  swiftly  through  the  town- 
i»hip  in  .Michigan  w^exe.  in  pioneer  days, 
the  settlers  had  endured  conflict  with 
and  massacre  ac  the  hands  of  the  fren- 
zied and  merciless  redn»en-  Until  the 
early  '70s  the  fanners  of  this  township 
Wzxe,  by  a  large  majority,  Methodists, 
and,  having  no  church  edifice,  saw  no 
harm  in  using  tlie  district  school  house 
for  purposes  of  worship.  Howefter,  the 
character  of  the  inhabitants  changed, 
the  new  generation  having  gone  city- 
ward, and  the  inc^^mers  being  of  differ- 
ent views,  a  <^onariderabie  majority  at  a 
d^stj-ict  meeting  voted  that  the  schoJ 
houstf  be  no  longer  used  for  religious 
gatherings.  The  Meth«>llsts  w^re  thus 
le<t  without  a  place  to  meet  in.  while 
th.ei.-  r:valr>-  wa-^  stimulated  by  a  com- 
modious Lutheran  church,  v,->hich  the 
sturdy  adherents  of  that  faith  had 
erected. 

Thus  it  happened  that,  in  the  spring 
of  1873.  a  meeting  cf  th^  Grapeville 
Methodist  church  was  held  at  the  farm 
house  of  Brother  Barnes  to  discuss  the 
situation.  The  preacher,  a  circuit  rider. 
oresWed.  Divine  guidanc-  wa.H  eloquenx- 
ly  invoked,  the  sifuatjryn  stated,  esti- 
matM  of  the  cost  of  erecting  a  suitable 
me^.clng  house  given,  and  subscriptions 
invited.  Respoinses  were  discouraging 
and  resulted  in  an  adjournment  of  two 
weeks  to  the  s^me  place,  the  home  of 
Brother  Barnes  being  central.  The  sub- 
stantial results  of  the  conference  were 
the  donation  of     the    site  by  Brother 


Barnes    and    some    $200    in    pledges    by 
others  piresent.

Brother  Barnes  had  purchased  his 
farm  just  l)efore  the  war.

conference  at  hi^  home  we  have  read  of 
occurred  he  had  just  paid  the  last  dollar 
and  owned  a  farm  worth  every  cent  of 
J5000. 

He  was  a  devout  Methodist  and  felt 
rightfully  grateful  to  providence  f--»r  the 
blessings  his  hai-d  work  had  earned— for 
God  had  given  him  strength,  heaith  and 
solid    wealth. 

The  day  after  the  meeting  he  seemed 
v-ry  solemn  and  reflective.  The  time 
w-then  the  Grapeville  Methodist  church 
should  have  a  house  of  its  own  in  which 
to  worship  God  was  far  off,  and  some- 
way the  burden  .seemed  to  rest  up<in 
him  He  had  offered  the  site,  but  th.- 
$200  tendered  by  the  others  would  not 
begin  to  b<uUd  the  church,  and  there  was 
rttle  hope  of  getting  more.  The  churcn 
was  not  a  miwly  organized  one,  hence 
aid  from  the  extension  sot-iety  was  not 
to  be  thought  of.  ^  ^  u    . 

At  last  an  idea  struck  him.  0<xl  had 
prospered  his  efforts.  After  twenty 
years  of  hard  work  and  self-d'inial  h.=- 
had  paid  for  hL<9  home.  He  would  show 
his  a-ppreciation  by  mortgaging  his  farm 
and  building  a  church  lilmself.

The  second  meeting  of*  th^  GraptVlIle 
Methodist  church  at  the  home  of  Bro- 
tiier  Bamee  to  consider  waye  and  means 
of  build'nsr  a  church  was  not  quite  as 
well  attended  as  the  fir^^t,  y-t  there  was 
a  very  fair  number  of  the  more  substan- 
tial niembers,  with  a  sprinkling  of  those 
lees  able.

Sir  George  Newnts.  whom, 
it  will  b^  Tr-membered.  contemplated  is- 
suing a  challenge  for  the  America's  cup 
last  year  after  thv>  Defend- r-Valkyrie 
entanglement,  made  a  request  to  the 
Royal  Yacht  club  a  few  days  ago  to 
support  him  In  Issuing  a  challenge  for 
the  America's  cup,  the  condition  to  be 
attachr'd  to  the  challenge  that  the  races 
should  be  sailed  off  Halifax.  But  ihe 
Royal  Giblets  of  the  Royal  Tub  club 
said:  "Nay!  nay  I  Pauline."  and  in- 
formed Sir  Georgle  that  the  club  already 
had  a  resolution  spread  on  Its  books  to 
the  effect  that  any  such  race  or  races 
could  only  result  inlmically  to  the  sport 
of  yachting.

Niagara  by  which  an  aqueous  ballast 
could  be  shifted  from  one  side  of  the 
boat  to  t.^ie  other  and  thus  secure  an 
undue  advantage  under  certain  condi- 
tions, and  while  he  was  absehu  had  a 
committee  visit  his  craft  and  investi- 
gate.

On  a  small  stove  he  ccwks  his 
meals  in  pots  and  pans  that  are 
strangers,  evidently,  to  disih  cloth.  Hin 
pantry'  consists  of  a  rack  in  which  are 
stored  a  few  plates,  knives  and  forks,  all 
of  which  bear  evidence  of  having  been 
rescued  from  .some  s»?rap  heap.  A.ound 
the  wialls  are  hung  enough  weapons  tj 
equip  an  arsenal.  There  is  a  rusty  re- 
volver, a  butcher's  cleaver,  a  billy  and 
a  knife,  all  of  which  he  probably  con- 
siders necessary  for  protection  against 
burglars.  The  proprietor  of  this  estab- 
lishment lives,  or  exists,  no  one  kn>ws 
exactly  how,  but  live  he  does,  all  alone 
except  for  a  dog.  In  his  hovel  surrounded 
by  mansions  of  vice  In  which  prodigality 
reigns  and  a  certain  sort  of  luxuiT 
exi.=ts. 


8  SCIENCE  AND  INVENTION 
oooooooocooooooooooer^"^ — 

In  this  nineteenth  century  the  profes- 
sion of  patent  solicitors  is  degenerating 
from  the  professional  to  the  commer- 
cial. Inventors  and  patentees  have  their 
attention  arrested  by  flaming  announce- 
ments. One  class  of  thcse  agents  offers 
medals  and  large  lottery  prizes,  amount- 
ing to  thousands  of  dollars,  to  inventors 
who  will  place  their  applications  for 
patents  In  their  hands.  However,  before 
a  medal  or  prize  is  awarded  these  inven^ 
tors  are  compelled  in  order  to  become 
comp£ttitor<s,  to  pay  into  the  hands  of 
these  agents  about  from  $50  to  $75.  These 
competing  Invencors  are  led  to  believe 
that  a  scientific  and  mechanical  corps 
of  experts  In  thc<  employ  of  these  agents 
make  crucical  examinations  of  their  in- 
ventions, comparing  them  with  all  others 
that  are  competing  for  the  prize,  and 
In  due  time  they  recdilve  a  communica- 
tion froml  'their  agents,  accompanied 
bv  a  medal  certifying  that  the  medal 
has  been  awarded  by  a  corps  of  ex- 
perts, on  thti  ground  that  the  Invention 
Is  the  best  of  all  others  presented  to 
them  for  a  patent.  At  some  subse- 
quent period  it  is  announced  that  the 
money  prize  has  been  awarded.  It  would 
seem  that  intelligent  men  would  not 
fall  into  such  traps  in  thie  enlightened 
age  but,  alas!  they,  like  innocent  lambs, 
fleeced,  or  d^alt  with  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  are  rural  citizens  who  fall  in  the 
hands  of  "green  goods"  merchants. 
•    •    • 

For  many  years  the  story  of  the  gold 
(gilded)  medal  awarded  by  a  French 
s-ienti'fic  eoci'Cty  to  United  States  paten- 
tees has  been  well  known  and  yet  v.c- 
tims  are  constantly  being  made.  When 
the  announcement  is  received  from 
Paris  that  the  gold  (gilded)  medal  has 
been  awarded  to  a  TTnited  States  paten- 
tee for  his  invention,  because  on  exam- 
ination by  Its  savane,  it  haa  been  found 
to  be  the  best  of  the  kind  patented.  The 
medal  is  accompanied  with  a  demand 
for  a  considerable  sum  of  money  to  pay 
the  expense  of  its  transmission  to  this 
country.  This  sum  of  money  is  the  sec- 
ret of  all  the  Interest  that  this  French 
association  manifests  in  regard  to 
United  States  patentees.  This  bald  at- 
tempt to  get  money  ought  to  be  under- 
stood bv  intelligent  patentees  when  they 
read  the  word  "gilded"  in  small  letters 
and  enclosed  in  brackets  following  the 
word  '"gold." 

Recently  an  inventor  applied  to  one 
of  the  United  States  medal  awardin.sj 
patent  agents  and  received  a  medal,  but 
no  patent,  and  after  he  had  expended 
about  $175  as  fees,  to  this  agent,  and  to 
the  patent  ofllce,  made  a  visit  to  Wash- 
ington. D.  C.  and  called  on  the  ch.ef 
of  police  In  respect  to  his  patent  busi- 
ntcs.  and  requested  him  to  refer  him 
to  an  honest,  reliable  and  capable  patent 
counselor  and  solicitor;  being  glv.n  the 
name  of  a  reputable  house  in  Washtng- 
ton,  he  visited  the  same,  and  on  entering; 
the  dror  he  said:  "I  am  referred  by 
the  chief  of  polic<e  to  you  as  the  kind  of 
patent  solicitor  I  am  seeking.  I  do 
not  want  a  medal  awarded  me.  for  my 
medal  has  cost  me  $175.  and  no  patent 
has  been  granted  me.  I  want  an  honest, 
rellaljle  attorney  so  that,  when  he  takes 
my  case,  and  I  pay  him  my  money.  I 
can  go  home  and  feel  satisfied  that  all 
will  be  done  squarely,  and  I  shall  get  a 
patent  for  my  invention  from  the  United 
States  patent  office,  instead  of  a  mere 
medal  from  my  ag.nt."  The  experience 
of  this  inventor  ought  to  be  a  warning 
to  others,  and  the  course  that  he  pur- 
sued .should  be  followed  by  them,

Mohammed  Benzauri  was  the  mans 
nanne,  and  as  the  r»es>uJt  <of  four  a^sassi- 
naoions  having  been  broaight  home  tV> 
him  the  court  dec^^fed  that  he  should  be 
publiciy  hanged  at  Tunis.  But  thera 
?etimu  tb  have  been  seme  technical   in- 

,  eompleieness  in  hfcs  passing  to  the 
realms  of  the>  houris.  whither  he  had 
prematurely  sent  his  quartftt  of  encimies. 

I  The  execution  came  off  In  the  cooi  of 
:he  morning,  when  every  one  could  at- 
tend comfortably  without  risking  sun- 
.stroke,  and.  according  to  the  rc>gula. 
lions,  the  murderer  had  to  remain  sus- 
ivnded  a  quarter  of  an  hour  ere  the  rope 
was  cut.  Watches  are  nort  cormnouily 
carried  by  the  Tunisians,  and.  while  the 
tin>e  seemed  shorter  and  passed  more 
quickly  to  the  minds  of  the  bystanders 
than  iit  did  to  that  oi  Mohammed  Ben- 
zauri. yet  it  Is  probable  that  he  did  iK>t 
:enialn  .'»uspended  froim  the  gallows  the 
full  fifteen  minutes,  though  his  exev'u- 
ioneers  swear  by  the  Kora.  that  he  d'd. 
At  an^-  rate,  the  supposed  dead  man 
must  have  had  smie  breath  left  hi  his 
h.^dy  when  taken  down,  despite  the  rude 
ordeal  through  whk>h  he  had  passed.  He 
was  being  wrapped  in  the  tradlUonal 
shroud  when  he  began  to  groan,  and. 
r.^lsing  himself  on  his  elbow,  uttered  hia 
bibulous  request.  Th.«^  who  had  been 
about  t.>  place  him  in  sepulchre  had  fleet 
at  the  ifirst  groan,  but  presently  returned 
and  gave  hhn  a  reviving  drink.

York  Journal.

The  small  inconspicuous  hat  of  other 
ytai-s  has  died  an.  untimely  death.

Aigrettes  appear  wherever  they  can 
crowd  themselves  in.  and  the  buckles 
on  the  new  hat.s  are  numerous.  Much 
trimming  is  a  feature  of  all  the  new- 
hats. 

Many  of  the  crowns  are  built  up  in 
architectural  faahlon.  The  trimming 
whi.^h  adorns  them  Is  fr'e.quently  ar- 
ranged in  turrets  and  spires.  As  to  the 
shape  of  the  new  crowns,  they  come  both 
::!igh  and  narrow  and  broad  and  flat. 
A  number  of  them  are  so  lavlslily  trim- 
m;-d  that  their  shape  is  entii-ely  hidden 
from  view.

They  are  plied  even 
higher  than  the  crown,  and  two  of  the 
shorter  ones  are  coquettishly  caught 
beneath  the  brim  near  the  front. 

One  might  naturally  think  this  hat 
merely  a  curiosity,  but  by  the  womeu 
who  have  .seen  it  it  is  not  so  ivgarded.

It  is  then  that 
the  property  men  gel  in  their  work,  and 
a."4j-body  wh>  has  ever  come  in  contfur: 
with  them  knows  that  they  ore  the 
greatest  jokers  living.  They  pi  ly  jokes 
on  the  first  victim  that  comes  along, 
and  afterward  appease  his  anger  by  tak- 
ing him  ou:  i-yr  a  drink. 

In  a  thea-ter  not  far  from  Herald 
square  is  the  jollieat  set  of  prop«rry  man 
i  rvfr  me^.  A  young  carpen'jer.  who 
I  roved  to  be  a  green  hand  behind  the 
■i'  nes,  was  emptoyed  to  assist,  on  some 
rk  recently.  The  property  men 
itely  snat-ped  him  up  as  an  easy 
victim.  There  being  a  lull  in  work,  they 
sem  htm  to  the  manager  of  a  d owntiown 
theater  for  a  bag  of  wrinkles.  That  dig- 
nified and  portentious  gentleman  was 
rather  noin4>iussed  for  a  moment,  but'  he 
soon  6fiw  iinto  the  joke,  and  gave  the 
young  carpenter  a  bag  filled  wit'n  ijxm 
and  scraps  that  w^is  enough  for  any  man 
to  carrj'.  Th^  property  men  roared  when 
they  eaw  hi  in  coming  with  the  bag  on 
his  back.  The  young  man  was  as  m.ad 
as  a  March  hare  when  he  sa:w  through 
the  scheme,  but  the  property  men  took 
him  out  and  filled  him  with  exhilarat- 
ing drink,  so  much  so  that  he  roared 
iiiinself   with   laughter. 

Th?  particular  mark  of  thes?  jokers  is 
the  w^ould-br  acvar.  who  constantly 
haunts  the  stage  entrance.

This  he  is  only 
too  glad  to  do.  and  the  "manager"  places 
him  on  the  stage  immediately  above  a 
trapdoor.  The  property  men-  oonceal 
themselves  behind  the  scenes  and  await 
the  fun.  Just  as  the  poor  gjepirant  to 
histrioTiic  honors  reaches  a  point  in  his 
dialogue  that  is  extremely  tragic  and 
t-uchiing  the  property  men  turn  out  the 
lights,  produce  thunder  and  lightning 
and  open  the  trapdoor,  precipitating  the 
would-be  actor  into  depths  that  give  him 
the  impression  that  he  has  la-nded  In  the 
infernal  regions.  The  distance  he  falls 
is  noi  more  than  tw^o  feet,  arid  the  pror*- 
erty  men  &:e  to  it  that  he  is  not  hurt, 
and  that  his  feelings  are  atoced  for  sui>- 
sequently.  , 

Their  jokes  are  numerous  and  ver- 
satilt.  One  of  their  favorite*  is  to  send  a 
green  hand  to  t.he  bill  poster's  rcnom  for  a 
key  to  the  cOrtatn.

riding.  Spokes  wil  stand  up  undei-  ad- 
verse condition,  and.  by  reason  of  the 
low  air  pressure  within  the  tire,  tho 
connections  and  frame  of  the  wheel  are 
saved  from  the  jar  which  not  only 
reaches  the  rider  of  small  tires,  but  ;s^ 
distributed  throughout  the  entire  ma- 
chine. 

WHEELING  IN  WINTER. 
Will  R.  Pitman,  one  of  the  best 
known  wheelmen  in  the  East,  and  a 
man  who  has  been  an  en'thusiastic 
lider  for  many  years,  says  that  the 
man  or  woma.i  who  discards  the  wheel 
in  cold  weather  misse^i  one  of  the  moat 
c'clightful  experlencesi  of  the  sport.   ^ 

In  spc  iking  of  vViiter  riding  to  a  New  i 
York  Tribun.-   man   the  other  day   Pit- 
man   said:    "WhTle    I   have    made    ft    a 
poinii  to  ride  t'ae  year  round   when   the 
wcalther  wa.s  not  too  s?vere,  I  kn,ow  that 
many   p.ople    abandon    t'n;lr   wheel."   as 
s  -on  as  the  cold  weather  sets  in-.      M.osi 
of   these  people   who  are   afraid   of   the 
cold    weathir    belong    to    the      starched 
collar  and  cuff  class,  and     you      mtght 
deF>ign.ite  ,t.hem  as  ihe  'dilettanti  r;ders. 
"A  person  with  plenty  of  blood  in  h:fe 
veins   need    not   suffer   from   the     wea- 
ther, no  matter  how  cold  it  may  be.  Of 
course,    proper    care    in    the    matter    of 
dress   is  am  essential   thing  to  observe 
in   cold   weathJT  riddng.   In    warm    wet- 
ther  one  can  wear  almost  .my.hing.  but 
when   th-  winds   blow  artd   the  temper- 
ature sinks  below   the  freezing       point 
one  wants  thick  flanneLo  and   loose  ht- 
ting  clothes.  A  nrder  s'nould  wear  warm 
woolen'   underclothin.!?  and    sweatei-s   in 
winter.   I   have   found   it     advisable     to 
put  a  piece  of  paper  over  my  chest  in 
addition.    There    is    a    natural    warimth 
in  paper,  and  it  keeps  out  the  wind  and 
prevents  one  from  catching  cold. 

"Many  riders  complain  of  a  numb 
fe  ling  in  the  hands  and  feet  when  rid- 
ing in  the  cold  weather,  but  the  trouble 
is  nearly  always  due  to  Improper  cloth- 
ing If  one's  shopfi  are  too  tight  his  feet 
will  get  cold,  for  the  proper  circulation 
of  the  blvXHl  has  been  Intereford  with. 
G&rters  which  bind  the  limb  near  the 
knee  will  cause  the  same  trouble.  A 
belt  which  lnck).ses  the  waist  too  close- 
ly will  do  the  Sim?  thing.  Some  people 
are  tiroubled  with  cold  feet,  and  I  know- 
many  who  make  a  practice  of  putting  a 
piece  of  paper  bftwten  the  stocking  and 
th'  shoe.  Others  wear  a  pair  of  cotton 
phort  h<o8e  under  the  golf  filockmgs. 
Heavy  woolen  stockings  will  nUake  an 
'ndentation  in  the  fi' sh  in  cold  weather, 
which  is  neither  comfortable  nor  pleas- 
ant.

The  buyers  of  such 
wheels  have  been  compelled  to  make 
continual  repairs  or  throw  their  mounts 
away,  and  many  did  that  to  escape  the 
perpetual  annoyances  Incidental  to 
breakdowns.  . 

\  corn-act  was  entered  into  at  a  meet- 
ing in  N -w  York  recently  by  wh;ch 
twelve  manufacturers  of  tubing  agreed 
not  to  sell  to  any  but  regular  makers  of 
bicvcles.

Nu- 
merous bathing  places  and  amusement 
houses  were  either  wrecked  or  damaged 
amortg  the  latted  being  the  club 
htous-e  of  the  Seaside  Athletic  club. 

The  old  iron  pier  that  was  believed  to 
eb  invincible,  and  that  had  been  buffeted 
by  the  atorm  of  twenty  winters  wa.s  cut 
in  two  by  the  mighty  impact  of  tife 
waves.  At  2  o'clock  the  stoiTn  was  silM 
raging,  wrecking  everything  (xi  the  beach 
and   th-.'  outcome  ca.nnot  lie  anticipated. 

The  collapse  of  the  Ocean  house  ap- 
I>eai-s  to  be  but  a  matter  of  a  few  hours. 
It  is  entirely  surrounded  by  water,  and 
the  -^c-cupants  are  moving  out  th?ir  be- 
Jonglngs.  Manhattan  Beach  shared  the 
disaster  with  other  Sections  of  the 
island.  Much  of  the  ornaments  on  the 
grounds  in  front  of  Manhattan  Beach 
hotel  was  swept  a;wa!y  and  the  magnili- 
cent  lawn  in  front  of  the  swicll  Ori-ntal 
hotel  was  mado  a  dismal  wasite.

The  archbishop  of  Camtrbury  ajrived 
at  Hawarden  Saturday  evening  on  hi;> 
r-iurn  from  a  visit  in  the  no.-ta  of  Ire- 
land. Ha  appeared  then  to  be  in  robust 
health  and  expressed  to  Mrs.  GLid- 
st 'tic  his  great  gratilficatiom.  over  1-ils 
irisii  tmur.  He  arose  early  on  Sunday 
and  attended  the  early  communion  witn 
his  wife  and  otliers.  The  weather  was 
bitterly  cold,  and  Mr.  Gladstoiae  did 
n  t  attend  La^  chuicw,  but  at  10  o'clock 
the  archbishop  and  Mrs.  Beaam,  Henry 
Gladstone,  Mrs.  tlladsU'iu*,  Mrs.  Drew 
.ind  Dorothy  Drew  went  to  the  morning 
servic?t-s.  The  whole  party  occupied  the 
GladBtone  pew,  n-.ar  the  ciiancel. 

Directly  the  service  1>  gan,  and  while 
the  reotor.

Henry  Gladstoni,  finding  thajt  the 
archbish.^p  had  hid  a  dangerous  seiz-

.he  rectory.  Doctors  were  hasitily  sum- 
moned. Thl-:  stricken  prelaite  was*  gasp- 
ing painfully  fcr  breath.  ApplioaLiions 
of  cither  and  other  means  to  induce  ai- 
tificial  respiration  were  resorted*  to.  Mr. 
Gladstone,  the  rector,  w.io  had  left  the 
eimrch  when  the  archbisiiop  w.\3  car- 
ried out,  re:.urned  and  announced  the 
illness  to  the  congregation,  wioo  were 
w:ai'tlng  in  painful  susp^msc.  He  asked 
for  their  prayers  during  the  litany.  All 
efforts  to  rally  the  diiitinguished  prelaite: 
failtd,  and  he  died  in  a  few  minutes. 
Hen;->'  Gladstone  carrJd  tiie  news  to 
the  rector,  who  announceii  tlh?  arch- 
bishop's death,  the  ne^vs  causing  a  pro- 
found piensation  among  the  -wtorablp- 
p.TS  in  .he  church.  The  hymn,  "For- 
evtr  With  the  Lord,"  was  sung,  and 
(Jie  "Dead  Mari.^i"  was  played,  all  t'nbse 
ijreiicnt  standing  and  showing  theim- 
-selves  to  be  deeply  affected.  Mrs.  Gllid- 
stonie  oowveyed  the  sad  news  to  her 
iiusbaind,  who  was  gr^aitly  shocked  and 
dis!t;-cssc'd  by  it.

Other  One  is  Under  Arrest  at 
Lake  Mills,  Iowa. 

Lake  'MULs  Iowa,  Oct.  11.— The  young 
man  under  arrest  here  on  a  charge*  of 
having  bien  implicated  in  the  double 
murder  and  bank  robbery  at  Sherburii'e 
has  made  a  confe.selon,  ackn.j%\'ledging 
that  he  was  associated  in  the  affair.  He 
says  that  the  mun  killed  while  resisting 
arrvst  near  Elmore  was  his  brother.  He 
will  not  reveal  his  'true  name  or  the  loca- 
tion of  hi.s  home. 

The  confe.aeion  was  secured  by  his  cap- 
tor, Marshal  Ruby,  this  mioming.  In  It 
he  declares  that  his  brother  planned  the 
robbtu-y  aud  killed  the  two  men  in  the 
Sherburne  bank.  After  detailing  the 
killing,  he  said  he  and  his  brother  were 
greQ:.ly  alarmed  lest  thc-y  be  pained  up 
in  the  lw.nk.  and  both  agreed  they  miust 
work  rapidly.    He  continues: 

"I  went  to  the  money  drawer  and  took 
out  the  money.  I  thoughe  there  weri- 
about  Ji700  in 'the  bunch  that  I  had.  I  put 
it  In  a  sack  that  we  had  for  that  pur- 
ixjse.  And  than  we  cut  the  screen  loi  th- 
back  window  and  left  tlie  town  on  our 
tkicyclcs.  Just  a.3  w-.-  mounted  I  handed 
my  brother  the  money  and  he  put  it  in 
his  bicycle  bag.  We  separated  about 
two  and  a  half  or  thr*^-  miles  out  oi 
Sherburne.  My  brother,  being  the  best 
rider,  made  south  for  the  staite  line,  and 
I  took  a  .southwtisterly  direction,  until  I 
gQt  south  of  Jackson,  and  then  I  .struck 
out  -siiiu'ih  along  the  Des  Moinfs  river  to 
Algona.  Then  I  cros.sed  the  country 
around  by  Britt  and  P'ores't  City  to  Lake 
Mills.  I  had  a  pretty  hard  time  get- 
ting through." 

After  tlve  confession,  the  marshal 
wanted  the  prisoner  'to  tell  his  right 
name,  but  he  shook  his  head  and  said: 
"I  do  not  wish  to  let  my  folk*"  know  any- 
thing about  this.  I  suppo.se  I  shall  plead 
guilty   under  an   assuined   name.  " 

The  name  he  first  gave  upon  being 
l.aken  into  custody  wa-st  Jim  MaMuIlcn. 
He  now  .says  that  ii;  is  fictitious,  bult  will 
give  no  other,  so  that  is  tiie  name  under 
which  he  will  probably  be  arraigr.ed.  He 
will  be  taken  today  to  the  Blue  Earth 
county  jail,  located  in  Blue  Earth  City. 
for  safe  keeping,  as  it  is  cons-iderea 
dangerous  .>  Lodge  him  in  th.?  county 
jail  at  Fairmount,  the  county  seat  of 
Martin  cmnty.  in  which  the  Sherburne 
affair  occurred.

Sir  William  Vernon  Harcourt.  the 
leader  of  the  English  Liberals.

Nobody  who  was  present  will 
forget  the  memorable  speech  delivered 
by  Mr.  Gladstone  In  this  house  on  this 
same  qiK^ssloni,  ?n  which  h?  submitted  to 
the  world's  ridicule  the  proposition,  that 
this  land  of  money  lenders  should  go 
from  country-  to  country  hat  in  hand 
begging  that  we  should  be  paid  10 
shillin*:s  for  £1.

Vvlue  of  the-  Franchise  to  the 
City. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

It  may  bf  of.inter-wt  to  the  voters  of 
Duluth,  should  the  questi.<j«i  of  purcha.s- 
ing  the  gas  and  waiter  plant  come  before 
them  during  the  coming  election,  to  con- 
sider the  value  of  the  gas  plant  and  Its 
franchi.s'..  to  the  ci(ty  as  well  as  to  every 
cu.s'»)ni.'r  .if  ga.s  and  fuel  in  the  city. 

It  Is  believed  that  it  can  be  clearly  de- 
monstrated tWat  if  the  Duluth  Iron  antl 
Steel  company,  of  West  Duluth.  could  he 
aewured  that  a  purchaser  could  be  found 
for  the  product  of  gas  that  would  bo 
generated  in  making  coke  by  the  Im- 
proved methods  now  coming  rapidly  Imt) 
ust\  namely,  the  Semot-Solvay  or  Otto- 
Hoffman  coke  ovens,  by  which  process 
they  s^ive  tihe  by-products,  such  as 
atnmonla.  tar  and  gas.  then  and  in  that 
case  the  Duliith  Iron  a n(^  Steel  company 
could  and  probarbly  would  be  able  to 
furnish  the  gas  at  their  plant  to  the  city, 
or  any  other  purchaLser,  from  15  to  20 
cent*?)  per  1000  feeit,  pmvlded  that  the  ci.ty, 
or  purchaser,  can  use  the  entire  product 
of  gas  generated  in  making  the  re- 
quired coke  to  operate'  the  present  blast 
furnace  at  West  Duluth. 

It  Is  firmly  believed  that  the  city  could 
di.^tribute  the  gas  bought  at  the  above- 
figure  to  the  consumer  to  not  exceed  .')0 
cents  per  1000  feet  for  fuel,  and  7j  c-ents 
per  1000  feet  for  illuminating  purposes. 
A*t  these  prices  it  would  seem  to  me  that 
no  one  In  the  city  would  use  coal  fot 
cooking  purpos-es,  or  Indeed  for  heating 
residences,  as  the  cost  would  not  exeeed 
50  per  cent  as  comT>ared  with  any  other 
fuel,  all  handling  and  storing  coal  would 
be  avoided,  all  smoke  done  away  with, 
and  no  ashes  or  cinders  to  be  removed, 
etc.,  etc.  And  as  J.  D.  Weeks,  who  has 
made  a  careful  study  of  this  subject, 
.says,  to  use  fuel  in  any  ather  way  except 
as  gas  is  simply  wasteful  and  not  scien- 
tific, and  it  is  not  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  nineteenth  cenltury. 

All  shrewd  and  far-seeing  men^  clearly 
perceive  that  gas  is  to  be  the  fuel  of  the 
future,  and.  of  course,  the  Hartman 
Bros,  are  thoroughly  alive  to  this  fact. 
Hence,  rt  is  no  wonder  that  they  were 
exceedingly  desirous  of  getting  hold  of 
that  plan;t  and  equaly  desirous  of  retain- 
ing it,  turning  over  to  the  city  only  the 
water  plant.  If  the  ownership  of  the 
gas  plant  would  be  a  great  thing  foi 
them,  it  ought  not  to  require  any  argu 
ment  to  convince  our  people  that  i:  would 
be  an  equally  good  thing  for  the  city, 
and  in  viewing  all  the  possibilities  that 
are  in  etore  for  us,  I  believe  the  gas 
plant  is  equally  valuable  to  the  water 
plant  to  the  city  of  Duluth;  and  thert 
never  was  and  never  will  be  a  time.  In 
my  judgment,  when  the  city  could  pur- 
chase this  plant  upon  more  favorable 
terms  than  the  present.

Minneai>olis  Times:  "A  Voter,"  in  his 
communication  this  morning,  eharges  the 
Times  with  self-contradiction  in  saying 
on  one  day  that  the  silver  dollar  is  a 
"sound  dollar,"  and  the  next  that  "It  !s 
not  honest."  Tbe  self-contradi.ction  is  only 
apparent  to  a  partisan,  who  .sees  only 
through:  the  spectacles  of  the  parly 
bosses.  The  silver  dollar  \s  "sound  ' 
ill  the  sense  that  to  the  limited  extent  to 
which  it  is  issued  it  pays  debts  and  iiassca 
current  in  commercial  transactions.  It 
is  "dishonest"  for  the  reason  that  it  was 
lorn  of  a  dishonest  "deal,"  in  congress, 
to  insure  the  enacUnent  of  the  McKinlty 
bill.  It  is  "dishonest,"  because  it  is  not 
what  it  pretends  to  be.  It  pretends  to  be 
a  hundred  cent  dollar,  whereas  it  is  only 
•a  fifty-three  cent  dollar.  It  is  "sound  ' 
in  the  sense  that  we  have  mentioned,  but 
it  Is  dishonest  in  that  it  pretends  to  l.e 
a  ".standard  dollar,"  it  is  largely  a  Hat 
dollar.  It  was  solely  in  this  sense  that  the 
Times  used  the  word  "dishonest."  The 
I)resent  dollar  is  all  right,  so  long  as  its 
coinage  is  limited.  But  it  hods  an  anom- 
alous position  in  our  monetary  system. 
It  is  neither  money  of  redemption,  nor  is 
it  redeemable.  The  gold  standard  people 
say  it  is  as  good  as  the  gold  dollar,  be- 
cause, should  the  neces'sdty  arise,  the  gov- 
t'rnment  is  bound  to  redeem  it  in  gold. 
V,\  what  is  the  government  bound?  Not 
by  any  promise.  It  is  not  pledged  in  any 
way  to  redeem  silver  dollars  in  anything.

Their  Condition  Pictured  By  an 
Investigating  Committee. 

Chicago,  Oct.  12. — The  committee  of 
the  Trade  and  Lal>.;r  assembly  sent  to 
Mexico  by  that  organization  "to  inves- 
tigate tha  condition  of  the  laboring 
classes  of  that  country"  has  returned  to 

Chicago  and  submitted  its  report  at  the 
meeting  of  the  assembly  yesterday  afte.-- 
no^n.  The  report  was  adopted  by  aJi  al- 
most unanimoiLs  vote,  only  two  membrrs 
speaking  in  opposition  to  it. 

The  ix'port  a-dds  nothing  new  to  the 
facts  already  published  about  the  Mexi- 
can peons,  wh-o  are  the  native  working- 
men.  The  report  claims  to  be  bas;d  "on 
fa<?{s  that  still  exist  and  are  ready  to 
speak  fo/  themselves  to  those  who  will 
go  aiid  seek  as  we  have  done;  and  should 
they  do  so  th?y  will  f?rl  as  we  do.  that 
the  American  workingman  is  a  prince 
••ompaied  to  the  workingman  of  Mexico: 
that  in  this  country  all  stand  equal  In 
Srjcial  and  political  life,  and  in  thai 
political  right  they  should  exercise  with 
care  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties,  unprejudiced  and  unbiased,  by 
supporting'  such  principles  as  will  do  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number, 
irrespective  of  party  politics  or  the  ma- 
chinery of  either  party,  who  may  man- 
ipulaite  conditions  and  measures  for  per- 
sonal gain,  to  the  detriment  of  the-  whole 
people." 

The  repj^rt  says  further  In  part: 
"Wages  In  Mexico  except  to  skilled  and 
steady  mechanics — always  foreigner.s— 
are  vei-y  low.  On  railroads  engineers 
(.Americans)  on  passenger  trains  receive 
$210  per  month,  while  the  firemen  (Mexi- 
cans) iiecelve  $1.85  per  day;  freight  en- 
gineers (Americans).  $2.50  per  month, 
fi.emen  (Mexicans).  $1.50  to  $1.75  per 
day;  passenger  conductors  (Americans). 
$l(lio  per  month,  brakemen  (Mexicans). 
$57  to  $63  per  month;  Pullman  conduc- 
tors. $80  per  month  (American  money), 
and  th-?  porter  $30  per  month  (American 
mone(>').  with  $5  per  month  extra  fjr 
being  able  to  talk  Spanish.  The  national 
Sroldiers  of  Mexico  i-eceSve  $1  pe.r  day. 
In  a  br«x)m  factory  at  Jimenez  the  m^n 
are  paid  50  cents,  wjomen  and  childem 
25  to  37^  cents  i^er  day.  In  the  cotton 
mills,  cotton  S;ed  oil  mills  and  soap  fac- 
tory at  Torreron  men  are  paid  37V^  to 
.50  cents,  women  and  c'aild:-en  25  cents 
psr  day. 

"The  day's  work  in  Mexico  runs  from 
tep.  to  fourteen  hours.  The  bakers  work 
twenty  hours,  and  workmen  who  take 
work  "to  their  homes,  work  as  many  hou:-3 
a.-a  they  please.  The  question  of  shorter 
hours  In  Mexico  is  a  long  way  off.  for  a 
c.ountr\'  in  which  labor  is  so  cheap  and 
plentiful  that  it  is  offered  a^  an  induce- 
menx  to  bring  for^eign  capital  In.  and  Its 
toilers  will  be  compelled  to  w>;-k  as 
many  hours  as  th?y  are  physically  able, 
and.  thanks  to  organized  labor  or  the 
American  workingman.  would  be  in  thr- 
Fame  condition  today  as  his  Mexican 
brother. 

"Your  c.'>mmittee  wtould  caution  Amer- 
ican workingmtn  against  going  to  Mex- 
'(\i  without  sufficient  funds  to  b;ing 
them  back,  or  to  have  employment  se- 
cured before  going  there,  or  they  will  b? 
obliged  to  subsist  on  cactus  and  the  sap 
of  the  tequila  plant  while  doing  the 
eountr^^  On  asking  an  American  who 
was  conducting  a  prosperous  busln^i-a 
in  one  of  the  cities  which  your  com- 
mittee visited  why  it  was  that  the  for- 
tigner.^  all  seemed  to  be  mak':ng  money, 
no  matter  what  business  they  were  en- 
gaged in.  he.  with  characterLstlc  Yankee 
frankness!,  re  .lied:  'The  laborer  here  is 
different  f:-om  the  laborer  in  the  state-?.

Real  Hard  Names. 

SanattH*  Knute  Nels^in  spoke  at  Nor- 
m.mna  hall  Saturday  night  on  the  cam- 
iwlgn  fAtm  a  Republican  ntalndpalnt, 
and  In  spite  of  the  rain  there  was  a 
k*xk1  crowd  In  attendance.  HUa  talk 
deiU:  largely  with  the  free  coinage  of 
silver,  against  which  he  ai-gueU  in  good 
Jl-.publican  style.  He  snid  that  thei  piM- 
IKised  free  silver  Kgihlatlon  was  a  mat- 
ter (nf  FPltistiness  and  cufv-*eidness.  The 
We.st  wants  free  silver  to  incr.*LSP  the 
price  of  silver  bullfon  and  the  South  toi 
pay  its  nJjgg'ers  in  .ind  to  seititle  Its 
.\.>rth'  rn  debt.  He  said  that  i'f  the  peo- 
ple of  the  West  and  i^uth  wairted  to 
take  adavantage  of  the  befit  intelilig'ence 
:l;ey  sihould  follow  the  lead  of  N-^.w  Eng- 
land's  elect  lon.s. 

In  support  of  this  he  said  that  the 
iel>el  slave  state  of  Alabama  could  not 
command  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
the  people  as  Maine  and  Vermont 
r^ould.  The  senator  said  tha:  silver  was 
r.e,t  demonetized  in  1873,  and  asserted 
that  the  Republican  party  h.as  been  and 
is  a  good  friend  to  silver.

Tacoma,  Wash.,  Oct.  12.— The  North- 
ern Pacific  steamer  Tacoma  brought  th 
following  Oriental  advLtes:  The  Osaka 
city  government  is  united  and  has  de- 
cided to  defray  from  the  city  fund  th  • 
cost  of  repairs  rendered  necessary  by 
typhoons  in  July  and  Aug^ust.  but  the 
cost  of  repairing  the  ravages  by  the  re- 
cent floods,  estimated  at  500,000  yen,  is 
to  be  rais»ed  by  issuing  ci,ty  bonds  t. 
that  amount.  OtJter  cities  will  issu- 
bonds  for  the  same  purpose.  The  em- 
peror and  empress  of  Japan  have  made 
contributions,  amounting  to  36.000  yen. 
to  relieve  the  .suffeivrs  by  the  rec.-nt 
floods  !n  eight  districts. 

The  dredging  of  Yokohama  harbo:-. 
which  has  been  started,  will  occupy  four 
yeara  The  area  to  be  dredged  is  one 
square  mile,  and  it  is  to  be  deepened  to 
from  twenty-four  to  thirty  feet  deep  at 
low  water.  There  are  3396  houses  sfll 
.submerged  in  Tokio,  in  addition  to  the 
flooding  of  Hon  Jo,  a  suburb.  Communi- 
cation at  thost  places  Is  being  carried  on 
by  boat.  The  neighlwrhoods  present  th 
appearance  .>f  an  immense  lake,  th 
height  of  the  water  being  five  feet.

<>(<  to  thieir  strategic  advantages.  Thii 
scheme  has  a  thousand  features  to  rec- 
ommend k.  and  it  is  felt  that  the  boys 
would  return  from  an  expedition  of  that 
kind  far  better  soldiPTS  than  If  they  had 
had  hut  the  routinr;  of  camp  life  in  a 
tixed  location.

When  the  order  to  make  the  reduction 
came  Mr.  Olund  wa.s  in  a  quandaiT-  T.> 
suspend  his  employes  meant  to  redu-e 
tho  fore?  and  cri'ppJe  the  work  of  the 
office,  while  to  red^ice  salaries  meant  to 
cripple  the  tfflcie'ncij'  (,f  the  ofliee,  t:v 
thc^  pre.?cnt  force  could  not  well  be  k?i!t 
for  wagts  no  higher  than  those  paid  goo  l 
mechanic."?. 

An  investigation  was  a«ked.  the  local 
officials  feeling  that  thty  could  con- 
vince thei;*  chief.s  that  the  force  Wia^ 
none  tix>  large  and  th?  pay  none  t<:o 
great.  Tliis  was  not  granted,  however, 
and  Mr.  Olund  reo:>mmended  several 
su.>*pcnslons  and  soime  slight  reductions 
in  salaries. 

The  order  as  ii;  came  today  order  :1 
the  salaries  ivduced  on  an  average  of  l.i 
•ler  cent,  and  sms'/ended  three  storekeep- 
rs.  as  follows:  Lcui?  H.  Ebmer  at  ele- 
vator "E."  George  Dodge  at  the  North- 
ern Steam.ship  company's  warehouse 
and  Hugh  F.  Allen  at  the  St.  Paul  & 
l>uluth  dock.  It  is  necessary  to  keep 
records  at  each  warehouse,  and  this 
wiai  fall  upon  the  inspectors,  in  addi- 
tion to  their  reduceicl  salaries.  It  will 
ke^ep  them  busy  for  the  rest  of  the  fall 
fer  twelve  hours  or  more  a  day. 

The  feeling  in  the  ofliice  is  that  an  in- 
vestiga.tion.  would  have  rssulted  in  a 
different  method  of  reducing  the  ex- 
penses of  the  government.  In  St.  Pa.ul 
the  salaries  are  40  i-er  cent  higher, 
while  the  inspectors  have  les3  to  do.  In 
Seattle  the  wages  are  40  per  cent  higher. 
Tlht-  de*partment  has  evidently  figured 
not  on  the  amount  of  work  done,  but  on 
the  receipts  of  the  offices,  for  much  of 
tniluth'.s:  work  is  done  on  goods  on  which 
duties  are  paid  at  other  ports. 

The^  reduction  is  a  little  easier  than  at 
first  r/ro'jossJd.  It  will  amount  to  about 
$2500  instead  of  $3000.
